UNREST IN MEXICO 
WAS EXAGGERATED 


Mr, Wm, Mackenzie Saw no Evidence 
of Tnsurrection—Country is Ex- 
panding—Trade Possibilities for 
Canada, 


Toronto, Dec. 13—"I saw no evid- 
ence of any insurrection in Mexico,” 
said Mr. Wm, Mackenzie when seen 
at his residence. “In fact, I am in- 
clined to the opinion from what I have 
heard hat there was much more un- 
rest in Toronto on Wednesday night 
obtained In any of the places I visit- 
ed durin m weeek’s absence tn Mex- 
ivo.”" 

Speaking of Mexico, Mr Mackengie 
suid that there was evidence on 
every hand of industrial progress. In 
the city of Monterey, where the in- 
terests of his syndicate Ne, great miils 
have sprung up for the smelting of 
iron and steel. He met a gentleman 
there engaged in the manufacture of 
steel nails who at one time had’ been 
issociated witeh the Hon. Mr. Harty 
n the locomotive works at Kingston, 
This gentleman, whose name he could 
not recall just for the moment, had 
settled in Monterey about 18 years ago, 
and, starting in small way had 
worked up a business of large propor- 
tions, making nails from a quarter of 
in inch in length to spikes five and 
six inches in length, 

The Mackenzie and Mann interests 
operate about 26 miles of street rail- 
way in Monterey, in addition to con- 
trolling the water works and the sew- 
erage system of the city, Which has a 
pepulation of about 80,000, The wat- 
er is supplied to the town by gravita- 
tion. The sewage ig disposed of on a 
200,000 acre farm as a fertilizer, The 
company also operates a road to @ 
resort five miles from Monterey,where 
nineral water of high medicinal value 
has been discovered.

WANTS ELECTRIC LINES 
TO CARRY GRAVEL FREE 


Resolution That George Hoadley Will 
Ask to Have Incorporatect in all 
Acts Allowing Lines to be Butlt 
Along the Pablic highways. 
George Hoadley, M.P.P., has draft- 

ed the resolution which he will pre- 
sent to the | slature in connection 
with the two electric railway bills be- 
ing passed thid session. lt provides 
that all lines of this nature shall as- 
sist in road building by hauling grave} 
free as required. The amending clause 
reads as follows:— 

“Provided further that it shall be a 
condition of any approval being grant- 
ed by the minister of public works au- 
thorizing said railway being carried 
rpen and along ary road allowance or 
public highway under the control of 
such minister that all gravel and ma- 
terial necessary for keeping such road 
allowance or public highway in pro- 
per repair shall upon request of the 
said minister be earried by the rail- 
way free of charge.” 

Some objection has ben urged to 
the clause in that it will prevent the 
bonds being sold at a good price’ by 
placing a charge upon the railway, but 
Mr. Hoadley thinks there is not much 
Weight in this contention.
